PARIS, Feb. 4.—The constitution of the "league of nations' 


is expected to be virtually completed tonight at a meeting of the 
committee having that work in charge. 
While several plans have 


been submitted it was learned that the joint Anglo-American pro- 
gram will be the crux of the, discussion. It includes a score of 
articles embracing the British and American views with a pre- 
amble outlining the necessity for the establishment of the league. 
It was presented at yesterday's meeting but owing to the fact that 
it was not printed in French it was not generally discussed.

the reduction of armament under the league of nations, according 
to authoritative *nfonnationi this means that America's naval 
program will be either scaled uj>, or scaled down by the league ac- 
cording to the relative comparison with the other powers.

PARIS, Feb. 4.—"Success or failure of the 'league of nations' 


depends almost wholly upon th a United States, while America 
from a purely practical standpoint has more to lose than gain 
through this league." This frank statement was made to the 
United Press today by Major General Frederick Maurice, British 
expert on military and international affairs. He was director of 
military operations for the British general staff when the British 
were operating against the German drive practically unaided. He 
made the famous "Where is Bleucher?" statement. 


Maurice declared that not only must the United States fur- 


nish financial support for the reconstruction of the war stricken 
countries—but that a great American navy is absolutely essential 
to maintain the league.

BUTTER AND EGGS 


Prices are really beginning to break in Clearfield but like the 


new chick the prices are having a hard time getting out of the 
ahelLof war time profits. Judging from prices quoted today on 
Hrtter and eggs in local stores, some of them have stocks on hand 
at"considerable higher prices than obtain now as they are higher 
than other stores and much higher than is being quoted in DuBois. 


Yesterday butter retailed at 65 cents in DuBois and eggs at 


62 cents. The egg market showed signs of coming down as low 
as'fifty-five cents before the end of the week but may not fall De- 
low sixty. These figures are still two or three cents below Pitts- 
burgh prices where a further drop to at least sixty cents is ex- 
pected this week on butter. 


There is considerable disparity in prices locally. Today prices 


on es«s range from sixty to seventy cents in four of our stores. 
Prices on butter range from sixty-five to seventy-five cents. From 
thia it will be seen that in a locelity where we produce as much 
butter and egga as DuBois we are paying two to three'cents more 
on the average for the products and it is peculiar that we are pay- 
ing at least five cents more per dozen for eggs and five cents more 
per pound for butter than consumers pay in the city of Pittsburgh. 
•Although this difference in prices exists there is much encourage- 


ment in the fact that prices on these necessaries have begun to 
come down. There is greater encouragement to be gained from 
market reports which show the supply to be plentiful and the ten- 
dency of prices to be downward.

The replanting of black walnut 


trees, which are threatened with ex- 
termination as a result of their use 
for war purposes, is being urged. 


According to the United States for- 


est service the. shortage of black wal- 
nut trees is not due alone to the de- 
mands of our own army. 
The Ger- 


mans themselves stripped the Ameri- 
can black walnut belt 20 years ago, 
when sliiploif,V'*fter shipload of wal- 
ntit lumber, which had been collected 
by German agents, was transported to 
Germany for military purposes. Their

stocks of black walnut timber this 
way undoubtedly meant that they used 
American black walnut against Amer- 
ican troops.

Prices are really beginning to break in Clearfield but like the 


new chick the prices are having a hard time getting out of the 
ahelLof war time profits. Judging from prices quoted today on 
Hrtter and eggs in local stores, some of them have stocks on hand 
at"considerable higher prices than obtain now as they are higher 
than other stores and much higher than is being quoted in DuBois. 


Yesterday butter retailed at 65 cents in DuBois and eggs at 


62 cents. The egg market showed signs of coming down as low 
as'fifty-five cents before the end of the week but may not fall De- 
low sixty. These figures are still two or three cents below Pitts- 
burgh prices where a further drop to at least sixty cents is ex- 
pected this week on butter. 


There is considerable disparity in prices locally. Today prices 


on es«s range from sixty to seventy cents in four of our stores. 
Prices on butter range from sixty-five to seventy-five cents. From 
thia it will be seen that in a locelity where we produce as much 
butter and egga as DuBois we are paying two to three'cents more 
on the average for the products and it is peculiar that we are pay- 
ing at least five cents more per dozen for eggs and five cents more 
per pound for butter than consumers pay in the city of Pittsburgh. 
•Although this difference in prices exists there is much encourage- 


ment in the fact that prices on these necessaries have begun to 
come down. There is greater encouragement to be gained from 
market reports which show the supply to be plentiful and the ten- 
dency of prices to be downward.
